Sacramento.—-The present session 
legislature has run true to 
form. There was much talk before it | 
convened, and in the early days of the | 
session, before the time to introduce 
bills had arrived, of keeping down the 
proposed measures and of having a 
brief session, etc. That has always 
been and probably always will be the 
preface to a legislative session but 
when the introduciion of bills is in or- | 
der the good resolutions disappear like | 
mist before sun and the flow of would- 
be laws becomes a rushing torrent. 
This year’ was no exception to the ruic 
and when the legislature adjourned 
for its month vacation there were 1971 
bills before it for consideration; forty- 
five constitutional amendments, 
thirty-six concurrent resolutions and 
eighteen joint resolutions, a total of 
2,070 measures. That was a_e grand 
total of 27 measures ahead of the 
previous session in 1925. There were 
1,147 bills introduced in the assembly

Bird Population

with 50,000,000 or so. Then the cat- 
bird, and fifth the bluebird. The 
United States has over 5,000,000,000 


birds.
